I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  iumual  Report  for  the  year 

1960. 


The  Registrar  Oeneral*  s  estima^te  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
4,570  which  was  an  increase  of  40  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  89  (54  M.  30  E. )  v^hich  was  an  increase 
of  20  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate 
was  19«50;  v;hen  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral’ s  Comparability 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  popula,tion  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  crude  rate 
becomes  22.43  and  was  appreciably  higher  than  that  of  17»1  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  stillbirths.  The  National  rate 
has  remained  static  around  20  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  for 
approximately  30  years  although  notable  advances  have  been  achieved  in 
iinte-natal  and  Obstetric  practice  and  is  due  to  the  hard  core  of  genetic 
or  congenital  and  premature  deaths. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

One  infant  death  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  was  11.24  which  compares  favourably  with  that  of  21.7  for 
England  and  Wales. 


The  cause  of  death  v;as:- 

1  (a)  Cyanotic  attacks  and  Atalectasis 

(b)  Premature  birth  at  32  weeks  gestation 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  v/ere  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion. 


Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  49  (26  M.  23  E*)  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  10.72,  which  after  adjustment  by 
the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Eactor,  as  for  biidshs,  to  allow 
comparison  with  other  Districts,  becomes  9*86  and  compares  favourably  with 
that  of  11.5  for  England  and  Y/ales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  death,  as  in  previous  years  and  as  anticipated, 
was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System  which  are  normally  the  ultimate  natural  causes  of  death  amongst  the 
aged;  of  these  there  were  30  deaths. 
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Im  exception,  however,  is  Disease  of  the  Coronary  iirtery  of  the  Heart, 
which  claims  many  victims 'in  middle-age;  Of  these  there  were  8  deaths 
(6  M.  2  F.)  and  the  ages  at  death  ranged  from  45  to  87  years.  Intensive 
research  is  being  devoted  to  its  causation,  which  is  still  obscure. 

Cancer,  also  ap  in  previous  years,  remains  the  second  hipest  cause  of 
death,  i.e.  8,  notwithstanding  the  notable  advances  that  have  been  achieved 
in  recent  years  in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Having  regard  to  the  latent 
and  insidious  nature  of  the  disease  and  that  it  occurs  predominantly  amongst 
the  age-ing  proportion  of  the  population,  it  is  probable  that  procrastination 
is  the  most  common  factor  a,ssociated  with  late  diagnosis. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  which  has  been  prominent  in  recent  years  due  to  the 
hypothesis  or  fact  that  it  is  precipitated  b^^  the  inhs.lation  of  tobacco  smoke, 
caused  none  of  the  Cancer  deaths. 


The  remaining  deaths  had  a  miscella^n^/-  of  causes  and  there  V7a,s  no 
exceptional  mortality. 


There  was  no  death  from  the  Infectious  Diseases. 


The  Infectious  Diseases 


The  District  was  relatively  free  from  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
throughout  the.  ye a.r.  _  . 

Whooping  Cough 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  this  distressful  children’ s  disease  were  notified. 
Liore  and  more  infants  are  being  inoculated  each  year  at  the  Child  .Welfare 
Centres  and  by  their  family  Practitioners,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  preventive 
barrier  will  be  created  against  outbreaks  of  the  disease.  Deaths  from 
Broncho-pneumonia  v^hich  is  its  chief  complication,  are  no?/ comparatively 
infrequent. 

Measles 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year,  only  seven  causes  having  been  notified. 

The  virus,  however,  is  always  prevalent  amongst  children  and  outbreaks  occur 
when  a  sufficient  nmiber  of  susceptible  children  has  accumula-ted. 


Its  chief  complications,  namely  Broncho-pneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media 
and  Acute  Encephalitis  in  that  ■  order  of  .frequency,.  ,are  not  no:.;  commonly 
seen,  but  they  still  occasionally  occur,  and  cases  of  /icute  Encephalitis  would 
appear  to  be  becoming  more  prominent. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Only  one  case  was  notified.  This  disease,  in  its.  present "  pha.se,  has 
lost  much  of  its  virulence  and  fevi  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  when  they  are  it  is  usually  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection  in  a  crov/ded  household  or  for  some  other  social  rea^son. 


Its  formerly  serious  complications,  namely  Acute  Nephritis,  Acute  Otitis 
Media  and  Acute  Carditis  are  now  seldom  seen. 


DLphtheria,  Poliom.yelitis 


and  other  Notifiable  Diseases 


None  of  these  was  notified.  Diphtheria,  immunisation  has  proved  to  be  an 
unqualified  success  and  it  would  seern  tha,!  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is 
meeting  v/ith  an  equivalent  success  as  no  case.  ha,s  occurred  in  the  District 
amongst  those  vaccina.ted  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in-1955. 


Tuberculosis 

Only  one  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  v/as  notified  -  in  the 
25  -  34  age-group.  Prior  to  around  1950,  the  majority  of  notifications 
received  were  in  the  15  “  24  age-group,  but  these  have  been  becoming  less 
each  ye-ar  which  denotes  a  very  fa-voLirable  trend.  Also  B.C.G-.  vaccination 
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is  offered  to  school-leavers  and  should  prove  to  be  another  valuable 
contributory  preventive  measure. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  various  sub-districts  in 
June/July  1 960  and  only  two  active  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  general  index  that  there  are  no 
reservoirs  of  infection  (see  table).  This  Service  subscribes  a  valuable 
contribution  towards  the  prevention  of  the  disease  in  that  many  latent  cases 
are  discovered  who  would  sooner  or  later  become  a  source  of  infection  to 
others  and  it  also  ensures  earlier  treatment  which  has  now  attained  a  high 
degree  of  effectiveness;  a-  reflection  of  this  is  the  fact  that  there  were 
no  deaths  during  the  year. 

There  was  no  new  case  of  Non-Re spir at ory  or  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  v/hich 
signifies  the  safety  of  the-  milk  supplies  from  the  contagion  of  the  Bovine 
bacillus  Y/hich  for  centuries  has  been  the  cause  of  innumerable  deaths, 
disabilities  and  deformities. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  support  in  the  vrork  of  the  Depari:ment  and  also  the  staff 
for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.
